COMMENTS 


Cash on demand deposit in the amount of $24,780.54 
was verified by reconciliation of statement received from 
the depository bank, the Island Falls Branch of the 
Katahdin Trust Company. Cash on deposit in savings 
accounts was verified only by examination of passbooks. 
It was ascertained that interest earned on these latter 
accounts had been properly credited. 

General Funds invested in the amount of $3,000.00 
were verified by physical examination of securities which 
are in the custody of the treasurer. 

The commitment ‘to the collector was examined in 
detail and found in agreement with the valuation records. 
Exhibit “D” of this report of audit reflects the Valua- 
tion, Assessment and Collection of the 1960 commitment. 
It was ascertained that all tax collections had been 
promptly paid over to the treasurer of the town and had 
been properly receipted for. A review of the collection 
of prior years taxes was also made; schedule a-1 of this 
report reflects complete detail of all uncollected taxes at 
February 10, 1961 by year of commitment.

Schedules a-2 and a-3 reflect a detail of all unpaid 
tax liens and the properties acquired by the town as a 
result of the expiration of the redemption period on liens. 

Accounts receivable of $77.99 is due from the State 
of Maine. 

It was noted that all notes of the town were paid 
in full during the year. 

Surplus decreased over the close of the preceding 
year in the amount of $8,038.12. Detail of the factors 
contributing to this decrease are shown in Exhibit “B’’. 

Attention is called 'to the overdrafts in appropriation 
accounts. Overdrafts are not permitted by state statute 
and must be reappropriated.

General Funds invested in the amount of $3,000.00 
were verified by physical examination of securities which 
are in the custody of the treasurer. 

The commitment to the collector was examined in detail 
and found in agreement with the valuation records. Exhibit 
“D” of this report of audit reflects the Valuation, Assess- 
ment and Collection of the 1961 commitment. It was ascer- 
tained that all tax collections had been promptly paid over 
to the treasurer of the town and had been properly receipted 
for. A review of the collection of prior years taxes was 
also made; schedule a-1 of this report, reflects complete 
detail of ail uncollected taxes at February 10, 1962 by 
year of commitment. 

Schedule a-2 and a-3 reflect a detail of all unpaid tax 
liens and the properties acquired by the town as a result 
of the expiration of the redemption period on liens. 

Accounts receivable of $77.81 is shown in detail in 
schedule a-4. 

Surplus decreased over the close of the preceding yer: 
by $5,830.98. The factors contributing to this decrease are 
shown in Exhibit “B” of this report of audit. 

Attention is called to the vote of the town at its last 
annual meeting regarding the Hathaway Note and accrued 
interest, which still remains unpaid at February 10, 1962. 

Your attention is also called to the various overdraf's 
in the appropriation accounts and to the requirements re- 
garding reappropriation (State of Maine Statutes).

showers; providing a dressing room and shower facilities for 
the girls; pvroiding dressing room facilities for visiting 
teams; rewiring the gym for 500 W bulbs. 

Present plans call for a three act plan and two one act 
plans, a speaking contest, a glee club concert, Winter Carni- 
val and dance. The charter for an Island Falls High School 
branch of the National Honor Society has been received and 
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the first candidates will be initiated this spring. In the class 
rooms, schedules have been revised to ‘bring the program 
more in line with modern practices. Courses in Public 
Speaking, Earth Science, Consumer Education have been 
initiated. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to interested 
parents, the students, the members of the Superintending 
School Committee, the conscientious faculty, to Mr. Ruth 
and Mr. Willette, the wholehearted cooperation that has 
been received has been heart warming.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
iof the Town of island Falls, I am pleased to submit my 
annual report of your schools. 

Mr. Alton Black, our new principal of Island Falls High 
School, has already presented to you a report concerning 
the progress and plans of the high school. Mr. Black comes 
to us from Brewer High School with 20 years of experience 
He has done excellent service in both administration and 
teaching and. is to be commended for the atmosphere conduc- 
tive to learning for the students and the type of cooperation 
among the members of the faculty that is evident around 
the school. Mr. Black is supported by a dedicated group of 
co-workers who deserve much credit for the success of this 
school year. 

The high school building received extensive repair this 
year. The roofs of both buildings were repaired and electri- 
cally wired to prevent formation of ice which caused the 
interior leaking by backing up the water. All the rooms 
were completely redone; some received new ceilings .The 
windows in the Freshmen Room were repaired and new 
aluminum windows installed on the exterior. The upstairs 
hall was covered with Marlite board and new desks and 
chairs were put in the Freshman Room. The building is in 
fine repair now, but will need some maintenance work an- 
other year. 

In the Houlton Street School, Mr. Gary Burden has 
served very well as principal and teacher. He has been assist- 
ed by an efficient staff in making the school a center of 
learning for the children. Mrs. Cordelia Brooks is a new 
member of the faculty, replacing Mrs. Eoline Thorne who 
retired last year. Mr. Philip Faulkner, another new member, 
replaced Mrs. Lyda Banton, who also retired.

The examination was made in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted auditing standards and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other proced- 
ures aS were considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedu'’es incorporated. 
in this report, present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at February 10, 1963, and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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COMMENTS 
February 11, 1962 to February 10, 1963 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Island 
Falls has been completed for the fiscal year ended Febru- 
ary 10, 1963. The audit consisted of an examination of the 
records maintained under the supervision of the Town Man- 
ager and municipal officials. 

, The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net de- 
partmental overdraft lapsed amounted to $8382.27, per the 
following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts §. 5,485:51 
Unexpended Balances 5,153.24 
Net Overdraft $ SB 2i2t 


Overdrafts in the support of poor and surplus com- 
modity program accounts were the principal factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The major un- 
expended balances occurred in the Morin House and excise 
tax accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .. ... The general fund cash balance oi 
- $15,744.84 was on deposit in the Katahdin Trust Company 
and the Aroostook County Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, Island Falls, Maine at February 10, 1963. 

Funds invested in U. S. Government Bonds at the year 
end amcunted to $3,000.00. 

Accounts receivable were comprised of current year 
reimbursable expenditures of $215.40 and an amount of 
$350.00 due from trust funds. 

A note receivable of $1,352.23 dated January 5, 1957 
is due from A. F.. and Clara H. Hathaway for stumpage. 
Accrued interest on this note amounted to $486.74 at the 
year end. These amounts are offset as deferred credits in 
the reserve section of the balance sheet. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $9,059.16 consisted of cur- 
rent year accounts of $7,559.25 and the remaining balance 
of $1,499.91 included prior years’ unpaid accounts dating 
from 1957. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to: 
$1,636.72 and $2,633.64, respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended bal- 
ance of $9,586.22, which included various operating ac- 
-“count baiances and an overdraft that is carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and-or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $23,030.96, 
a decrease of $8,947.76 for the year. The decrease was oc- 
casioned principally by appropriations for various current 
operations, transfer for wild land purchase and adjust- 
ment of tax acquired property account, less deferred ex- 
cise taxes lapsed. 


DEBT FUND .. .. .. The debt fund, incorporated 
in the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstand- 
ing bus notes of $4,000.00 and wild land purchase notes 
of $8,002.20. These obligations mature during the next 
three years with interest at 5 per cent. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS . . .mepebruss 
fund principals totaled $3,400.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $504.42 at the year end. 

The reserve fund for recreational purposes amounted 
to $515.68. 

These funds are oeeted in U. S. Government Bonds 
and time deposits in various banks. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . . The de- 
partmental operating accounts showed an increase of 
$1,159.26 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. Larger appropriations for highways 
and bridges and interest were the major factors contribut- 


ing to the increase. | 
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The departmental balances carried forward increased 
by $4,519.12, as compared with balances at the start of 
the year. This change was reflected principally in high- 
way, education and civil defense accounts. 


GENERAL .. ... The townspeople authorized 
transfers from surplus and the use of excise tax revenue 
for various current operations. Also, authority was granted 
to issue notes ‘to finance purchases of wild land and a 
school bus. 

Property previously classified as tax acquired on the 
town records was adjudged as wild land belonging to cer- 
tain individuals. By voter authority the property was pur- 


chased during the year at a cost of $17,899.50. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of finan- 
cial concern. Count of cash was made and reconciled with 
current receipts. Records were checked to determine the 


‘accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements and-or bank confirmation. Trust fund invest- 
ments were verified by inspection of securities and pass- 
books in the custody of the town treasurer. 

Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to deter- 
mine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined for a, selected period. 

Excise tax collections were verified with copies of re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Debt, trust and reserve 
fund transactions were examined. Surety bond coverage 
was reviewed.

Mr. Willis J. Furtwengler Jr., principal of Island Falls, 
has already presented to you a report concerning the pro- 
gress and plans of Island Falls High School. Mr. Furtweng- 
ler has given us superior service in both, administration and 
teaching and is to be commended for excellent progress in 
the school. A veteran faculty has assisted Mr. Furtwengler 
in providing this successful year. 

The High School Building is in very good repair ex- 
cepting the hall on the first floor. This should be redone 
this year. Due to a fire, we had to replace the wainscoat- 
ing in two of the rooms. The insurance about covered the 
cost of this project. The Agriculture classroom was re- 
modeled at minimum cost and provides an excellent class- 
room. 

In the Houlton Street School, Mrs. Cordelia Brooks 
has taught grade I, and served as principal of the building. 
A very efficient staff has assisted Mrs. Brooks in providing 
a fine program for the children. Mrs. Ona Byther is a 
new teacher, replacing Mr. Gary Burden who was drafted 
into the Armed Services.

Mr. Victor Willette has maintained and kept, both clean 
and warm, all the buildings. He is to be commended for the 
work that he does and for his cheerfulness as he cooperates 
with the administration and the staff.

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DOG OWNERS 


Each year on or before the First day of April, it is 
the duty of anyone owning a dog’, to go to the Town Clerk 
to register his dog and to obtain alicense and a tag for the 
dog. He shall state the breed, color, sex and markings of 
the dog, and the name and address of the previous owner 
if any.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Isiand Falls for the year 1963 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, submits the following 
public health nursing services in the town of Island Falls 
during the year 1963. 


Three child health conferences were held in Island 
Falls. Twenty-nine children were given physical examina- 
‘tions by Dr. Swett and parents were instructed in the 
health care of these children. They were immunized against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, poliomyelitis, and 
smallpox. 


Two immunization clinics were held in the school. The 
following number of children completed their immuniza- 
tions at these clinics and child health conferences: 


Type of Immunization Number Immunized 
Poliomyelitis (Sabin, Type I and II) 249 
Smallpox Vaccination 11 
Diphtheria-Whooping Cough-Tetanus 29 


Diphtheria-Tetanus (Booster) 44 
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Sixty school children from the first grade and pupils 
referred by teachers from other grades were given audio- 
meter tests. Five children showed loss of hearing and were 
referred for further examination. 


Home visits are the core of the public health nurse’s 
activities. Visits are made to, or in behalf of, children and 
adults who need help in planning and carrying out recom- 
mendations of their doctors. Children with health problems 
may be referred by the family physician to special clinics 
sponsored by the Division of Crippled Children’s Services 
and Maternal and Child Health.

I wish to point out a few events which have occurred 
this year and which deserve special mention: 

First, the educational value and the high degree of 
curriculum ccntinuity and academic improvement which 


has been fostered by the return of six members of the 


senior and jun‘or high teaching staff. 

That a music and dance program has been introduced 
into the seventh and eighth grades. 

That the Composite course in typing and notehand 
offered to the college course seniors is proving to be most 
successful. 

That the outstanding project this year has been the 
adoption of a full-time physical education program into 
the curriculum. This kas provided an opportunity for every 
student to pazticipate in physical activity through regularly 
scheduled classes and in an expanded intramural program. 

In looking to the future and the changes needed for 
the coming’ school year, special consideration has been given 
to the following: 

1. An evaluation of the entire curriculum will be 
conducted in 2n effort to improve present courses by intro- 
ducing new techniques, materials, texts, and methods of 
instruction, and by offering new courses which are deemed 
necessary for a better educational program. 

2. New laboratory facilities have been eae: SO 
that all students might receive a satisfactory number of 
hours in the performance of laboratory experiments. 

3. The building-repair program initiated two years 
ago should be extended to include a much needed repair to 
the boys and girls basements.

I have completed an audit of the financial records of 
the Town of Island Falls for the fiscal year ended Febru- 
ary 10, 1965. 

The examination was made in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted auditing standards and therefore included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other audit- 
ing procedures as were considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. 

In my opinion, subject to the following comments, the 
appended exhibits and schedules present fairly the finan- 


cial condition of the Town of Island Falls at February 10, © 


1965, and the results of the operations for the year then 
ended.

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COMMENTS 


Cash on deposit in the amount of $32,511.91 was veri- 
fied by reconciliation of statement received from the de- 
positary bank, The Katahdin Trust Company, Island Falls, 
Maine. All balances with the above bank were verified by 
direct confirmation. General funds on deposit in various 
time deposit accounts were verified by examination of pass- 
books. It was ascertained that interest earned had been 
properly credited. General funds invested in U. S. Treasury 
bonds was verified by physical examination of the bonds. 

Transactions in the tax, tax lien and tax acquired 
property accounts were examined in detail and the appended 
schedules a-l, a-2 and a-3 reflect a summary of the tran- 
sactions in these accounts, and detail in support of these 
balances is on file in the town office. 

General Fund Surplus increased over the preceding 
year by $7,274.98. The factors contributing to this increase 
are shown in Exhibit “B’’. 

Schedule a-4, accounts receivable reflects an amount 
due to the general fund from trust funds and it is recom- 
mended that this amount be transferred from trust fund 
time deposits to general fund time deposits, thereby per- . 
mitting the earning of income for the benefit of the town.

The Hathaway note in the amount of $1,352.23 and 
accrued interest on same which hag been carried for report 
purposes in past years has been charged off against the re- 
serve for the same amount. This action has been taken 
after discussion with a member of the board of selectmen, 
and subsequent to the determination that this note was out- 
lawed by virtue of the statute of limitations.

in Island Falls for the year of 1964 


The public health nurse in her daily work in the dis- 
trict finds it gratifying to enter a community that is as 
interested in improving health standards as she has found 
yours to be. 


Your public health nurse submits the following sum- 
mary of public health nursing services given in the town 
of Island Falls. 

Child Health Conferences were not held in Island Falls 
this year. 


In the school health program, conferences were held 
with teachers for counseling and health supervision of 
children with physical, emotional, or mental health problems 
Fifty-two chldren received physical examinations by the 
physician . More parents should be encouraged to be present 
during examinations in order to make this a more valuable 
phase of the school health program. Sixty-two children re- 
ceived audiometer tests to determine hearing loss. Any 
child showing marked deviation in hearing is referred to his 
physician for further evaluation. Also, as part of the school 
health program, immunization clinics were held with a 
total attendance of one hundred ninty-five children. The 
number of school immunizations are as follows:

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to present to you, the citizens and tax- 
payers of Island Falls, a report of my first 6 months as 
your Superintendent and recommendations for the next 12 
months. 

We are very fortunate to have as many well-qualified 
and experienced teachers in our classrooms. The elementary 
staff is the same as last year. At the secondary level we 
have three teachers, new to this school system. 

Mrs. Madeline Stevenson was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Maine. She has 12! years of teaching experience 
in Brooks, Hermon, Freeport, Carmel, Winslow, and Vinal- 
haven. Mrs. Stevenson is teaching English and World 
Geography. 

Mr. Edward Tolman was graduated from the University 
of Maine. He has taught 20 years, including Merrill, Island 
Falls, Sherman, (Lincoln, Easton, and Brownville Jct. Mr. 
Tolman teaches French and Biology. 

Mr. Vincent Franco was also graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Maine. This is Mr. Franco’s first teaching experi- 
ence. He is teaching social studies and Freshman English.

During this past summer a part of the basement of the 
grammar school was renovated to provide a dressing room 
and showers for the girls. During the 4 days when schools 
were closed, because of the flu, Mr. York, Mr. Lenfest, Mr. 
Willette, and several boys removed a partition, doubling the 


60 ANNUAL REPORT 


space in the boys’ locker room. Masonite was put on the 
walls. The walls and ceiling were painted, also the shower 
room. 

Twenty metal lockers and thirty two basket lockers 
have been purchased for the boys. Each locker is supplied 
with a combination lock. The pupils deposit $1.25 for the 
lock. When it is returned, in good condition, at the close 
of the school, $1.00 is refunded. Thirty two basket lockers 
were provided for the girls with the same arrangements on 
locks. We would like to get as many more lockers so that 
each pupil will have an individual basket locker. 

A section of the stage floor and supporting stringers 
had to be replaced. This same replacement was made in 
1958! We have made provision for circulaticn of air under 
the stage to help prevent the decay of the floor and sup- 
porting timbers. 

New entrance wire and boxes were installed between 
the two buildings to help reduce the over-load from the gym. 

An underground oil tank was installed during “digging”’ 
for the elementary school and gym. This work was done so 
late that it was not feasible to have the paving, between 
the two buildings, done at that time. 

Partitions were built by Mr. Willette in the boys’ 
toilet. He also built and installed a sliding door in the girls’ © 
locker room. New wooden steps were built at the front en- 
trance of the high school building. 

Two sets of encyclopedia were purchased for the li- 
brary. Several library books were purchased for each of 
the elementary grades, for their own rooms. 

Recommendations for the 1965-66 school year include: 

A cement floor in the addition to the boys’ locker room. 

Pave a section of the school yard, between the build- 
ings, to include an outdoor basketball court. 
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Construct a corridor between the high school and the 
gymnasium. 

Change the roof over the elementary entrance. 

Grade the baseball field. 

Purchases to include: Lockers, typewriters, typing 
desks and chairs, playground equipment, science tables, 
and a ladder to be used in the gym. 

I am recommending that a corridor be constructed be- 
tween the side entrance of the high school building and the 
gymnasium. This would eliminate having to go out doors 
to go to gym classes. On stormy days the “little people’ 
could come from their buildings through the gym, through 
the corridor, to the cafeteria, without going outside. It 
would conserve heat if the gym did not have to be opened. 
It would eliminate a treacherous passageway between the 
two buildings. Snow melts and runs into that area and 
freezes, making it very hazardous during most of the winter 
months. 

Another very hazardous problem is the ice hanging in 
the roof gutters over the entrances to the elementary build- 
ing. I have recommended that a much larger “shed roof” 
be built over the entrance nearest the high school to send 
the ice and water in another direction when it drops from 
the eaves. This should also eliminate much of the ice 
around that entrance. 

I have recommended that Island Falls provide, with the 
other towns of the Union, a Music Program—gyrades 1-12. 
A recommended appropriation of $1,500.00 was approved by 
the Town Budget Committee. 

I have again asked for an appropriation for a Driver 
Education Program. This course had to be dropped this 
year because a teacher was unavailable. It is hoped that the 
course can again be offered next year. 
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We plan to integrate grades 7 and 8 more closely with 
the high school program. This would completely depart- 
mentalize these two grades. 

The lunch program has been operated very efficiently 
this year. Much of the deficit of last year has been over- 
come. This has been made possible by economical planning 
by the cooks, a generous supply of surplus commodities, and 
support, by participation, of the pupils. Balanced meals 
nave been well prepared and served. An average of 180-190 
meals have been served each day. 

This budget has been prepared with a view of not only 
maintaining our responsibilities to the pupils of Island Falls 
in providing as satisfactory an educational program as exist- 
ing facilities permit, but also with a view of keeping the 
cost of the educational program to a minimum. 

This budget has been prepared according to the pro- 
cedure suggested by the United States Office of Education 
in its handbook — “Financial Accounting for Local and 
State Systems”. The receipts and expenditures are listed 
under the same headings that will be used in making out 
the reports. 

The budget as presented is based upon estimated re- 
ceipts and expenditures. It is not “padded” in any account. 
I had recommended $3,300.00 more in the Operation and ~ 
Maintenance of Plant and Equipment accounts. This was not 
approved by the Superintending School Committee. Because 
the budget is so closely figured to present spending and be- 
cause the original recommendation was not approved, there 
is the possibility that some of the above recommendations 
cannot be completed. 

I wish to commend our teachers for the work that is 
being done and for the professional attitude and interest 
shown by those who joined both the National Education 
Association and the Maine Teachers Association. 
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I wish to thank the Superintending School Committee, 
Town Officers, Town Manager, Telephone Operators, Teach- 
ers and all citizens who have made it so pleasant for me. my 
wife, and family during our first 6 months with you.

Formerly 
May Mountain, Robinson Mountain was so designated and a resolve 
was passed by the 102nd Maine Legislature, in recognition of the hero- 
ism of Private George Foster Robinson, Company K, Eighth Regiment 
of the Maine Volunteers in saving the life of William H. Seward, then 
Secretary of State of the United States.

James T. Dudley of West Enfield served as master of cere- 
monies, Maurice Werner of Bath, chariman of the Centennial Com- 
mission, was the principle speaker, and greetings from Governor John

The Rev. Edwin S. Hoysradt gave the Invocation and Benediction 
and Master Bruce Werer unveiled the bronze plaque placed at the 
mountain by the Centennial Commission and the Commissioners of 
Aroostook County. 

Among those attending the dedication ceremonies were two of the 
four grand-nephews of Private George Robinson, George Thorne of the 
King Mitchell Post and Clarence Thorne, as well as one of two grand- 
nieces, Mrs. Ethel Donham, all of whom reside at Island Falls.

Enlisted in 1863 

Pvt. Robinson enlisted in the service of the United States at Island 
Falls on August 15, 1863 and served during the Civil War, being wound- 
ed during the battle of Bottom’s Church, Va., in 1864. 

On the evening of April 14, 1865, he was on duty at the house of 
the Hon. William H. Seward, Secretary of State, acting as nurse to Mr. 
Seward having been detailed for that duty from Douglass U. S. General 
Hospital. While in the performance of his duty he was wounded during 
an attack upon Secretary Seward by a knife in the hand of an assassin. 
He received a cut on the forehead slightly fracturing the skull, two cuts 
in the right shoulder, one of which was severe, and one cut under the 
left shoulder blade. 

Rank Of Lt. Colonel 

The records show that he was appointed Major and paymaster, 
U.S.A, on June 23, 1879, that he was placed on the retired list of the 
Army in 1896, and that he was advanced to the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel on the retired list April 23, 1904. He died August 16, 1907, of 
heart failure.

No exemptions on polls and estates shall be allowed in favor 
of any person who is not a legal resident of the State; and provided 
that any male or female veteran, or blind person, who desires to 
secure exemption shall, on or before the first day of April, notify 
in writing the assessors of the cities, towns and plantations in 
which he or she resides, and furnish proof of entitlement. Such 
notification once made need not be repeated in subsequent years.

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TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
CITIZENS OF ISLAND FALLS, MAINE 


I am very happy to present to you this report as your Town | 
Manager. 


The year was a financial success for the town in that collections | 
and receipts were at an all time high. Expenditures were in the 
same category. 


The year was also a successful one in many other ways. I 
refer mainly to accomplishments that have been made by the sev- 
eral committees in the town, namely: The Island Falls Develop- 
ment Corporation, Inc., and to the President of the Corporation, 
Malcolm B. Palmer. ‘Mac' gave very freely of this time in per- 
suading the tenant on the development site to begin to repay the 
Corporation the money due. He was very ably assisted by Rodney 
Crockett. The corporation is self supporting now, with a balance 
of $1,217.72 in the checking account. The Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment members who so faithfully attend meetings, both lectures : 
and drills, so that they can handle all types of fires. 


To Harris and Michael Porter, and all of the people they re- 
cruited, to make Island Falls the best lighted town in Aroostook 
at Christmas time. The town should be very proud of the excel- 
lent comments that were received in regards to this project. 


To the Island Falls Planning Committee who spend so much of 
their time each month in order to make Island Falls a better place 
to live. 


Last, but not least, to the Board of Selectmen, whose efforts 
this past year in behalf of the Town were the very best. The 
Selectmen on May 16, 1966, signed a contract with Jerome Knowles, 
Jxr., & Associates of Northeast Harbor, Maine, for the appraisal 
of all real estate, land and buildings, taxable personal property, 
stock in trade, machinery and equipment, furniture and fixtures, 
in all business, commercial and industrial establishments within 
the town. The contract price was $9,000.00, and was the lowest 
of two bids received. The project is 62% completed, and hearings 
for taxpayers of Island Falls concerning valuations placed on their 
property by the appraisal company will be held on or before Aug. 
Re LOOT 
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On January 18, 1967, an agreement was reached with Coffin & 
Richardson, Inc., Consulting Engineers of Boston, Massachusetts, 
for a feasibility study for pollution abatement in the West Branch 
of the Mattawamkeag River. This agreement gives the engineering 
firm permission to go ahead with an application for a $5, 000.00 
interest free loan from the Federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. ‘This loan for the study does not obligate the 
town in any way unless a Sewage Treatment Facility is constructed. 
The study was started for the reason that Federal and State money 
for such a project is now available, and within a few years the town 
could be forced into a treatment facility and be responsible for the 
full construction cost. The Selectmen wanted to let the Federal 
and State authorities know that they are willing to cooperate with 
them. 


The Selectmen have been assured by representatives of the 
Jas. W. Sewall Co. that errors in our Tax Map Program will be 
copnrected. 


The sincere interest that these people have shown by serving 
on the various committees of our town and studying its problems 
is greatly appreciated. 


The year was also marked with disappointment in at least two 
areas. We were not successful in finding a qualified instructor 
for either Red Cross Swimming or for the Summer Recreation 
Programs. Balances in Recreation Accounts are being carried 
forward, and we sincerely hope that the project can be carried 
out this coming Summer. Neither were the Town Officials suc- 
cessful in obtaining a right-of-way to the South Side of Pleasant 
Lake. Negotiations are still in progress with the owners of the 
land involved, however, and a solution to the problem is anticipat- 
ted,

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COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Island Falls for the fiscal year ended February 10, 1967. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
by the Town Manager and municipal officials. 


The fiscal year's operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $17, 329.18, per the fol- 
lowing summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $18,164. 64 
Overdrafts 835.46 
Net Unexpended Balance $17, 329.18 


Revenue derived from stumpage on town-owned land and the 
unappropriated balance of excise tax income were the major fac-— 
tors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements and to the scope of audit. 


js tohel mf Seeing The general fund cash balance of $37,194.70 was on 
deposit in the Katahdin Trust Company, Island Falls, Maine and 
the Aroostook County Federal Savings and Loan Association, 
Caribou, Maine. 


Funds invested in U.S. Government Bonds at the year end 
amounted to $3, 000.00. 


Accounts receivable of $143.50 consisted principally of cur- 
rent charges for another municipalities welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $2,950.03 consisted principally of 
current year accounts of $2, 322.92. The balance of $627.11 was 
for prior years’ accounts dating from 1959. Tax Liens and tax 
acquired property amounted to. $222.20 and $2,505.02 respec- 
tively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS..... The appropriation 
accounts showed an unexpended balance of $18, 364.96 which was 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $27,850.49 a net de- 


‘crease of $3,298.12 for the year. This change was occasioned 


principally by authorized transfers for various current operations, 
less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


ERUST AND RESERVE FONDS.:.... Trust fund principals totaled 
$3,900.00 at year end and the reserve fund for recreation pur- 
poses amounted to $400.78. 


These funds are invested in U.S.. Government Bonds and a 
time deposit in the Katahdin Trust Company, Island Falls, Maine. 


SU NERA. Ss. Transfers from surplus and the use of a portion of 
the excise tax revenue for various current year operations were 
authorized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count 
of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recorded cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depositories or by direct bank confirmation. 
An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expendi- 
tures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Trust and reserve fund transactions 
were examined. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

We had 3 grass fires, 2 flooded oil burners, 1 sawdust pile 
five. 2 Drushiires, and 2 fire calls. 


One of our larger fires involved several buildings with damage 
running very high. Due to our mutual aid pact, the departments 
from Patten, Sherman, and Oakfield, and also the Maine Forestry 
Service responded very quickly to our call. Many of the towns- 
people offered to help also and we owe our thanks to all of them. 


During the fire at the Starch Factory, a radio system would 
have been a great help in fighting the fire and reporting the 
spread by flying cinders. Many grass fires and several rooftop 
fires were started from the cinders and put out, but I was not 
aware of this until afterwards. A Radio System would cost about 
$1,000.00.

Three Child Health Conferences were held with a total attend- 
ance of fifty-six infants and preschool children. These infants and 
preschool children were given physical examinations by the attend- 
ing physician. The parents were instructed in the health care of 
their children.

School Health Services consist of health counseling, referral 
for evaluation for physical and mental health problems. Twenty- . 
two children received physical examinations by the attending phy- 
sician. Mothers were encouraged to be present to discuss any 
problems they had with their children. 


This year, for the first time, the Bureau of Health, Augusta, 
made available free measles vaccine for the preschool and school 
age Children. Special clinics were held this fall in order to ad- 
minister this new vaccine to the children. In addition to these 
clinics, two immunization clinics were held for school children. 


Table II presents the type of immunization completed.

One hundred forty children received audiometer tests. Any 
child who showed hearing loss was referred to his family physi- 
cian for further evaluation. 


Home visits were made to or in behalf of children and adults 
who needed help in planning and carrying out recommendations for 
medical care. Children with health problems were referred by 
the family physician to special clinics sponsored by the Division 
of Crippled Children's Services and Maternal and Child Health.

Number of books in the library - 4907. Circulation of books: 
Adults - 2651; Juvenile - 2960; Total - 5611. Circulation of maga- 
zines: Adult - 1429; Juvenile - 593; Total - 2022. Registered bor- 
rowers - 727, an increase of 35. 135 adult books have been added 
this year, as well as 102 for young people. We subscribe to 20 
magazines. 


In April of 1966, we held an essay contest on the subject of 
‘What the Library means to me''’. Over 50 students from the 5th, 
6th, 7th, and 8th grades entered the contest. The essays submitted 
were most enlightening and gratifying to the librarians. Never be- 
fore had we realized how much the students depend on the Public 
Library for material essential to their studies. The winner of the 
contest was Nellie Lancaster, who was presented a book. 


The State of Maine Bookmobile has been stopping at the 
Katahdin Public Library every 3 months since April 1966. We are 
allowed 75 books, both fiction and non-fiction. This is a great as- 
set to the library as it gives us a greater variety of books for our 
readers. 


In July, 1966, the Katahdin Club sponsored a square dance, 


which was most successful; the total proceeds of $159.00 has been - 


spent on new books.

The schools are running smoothly and the programs are being 
carried out with skill which produces atmospheres for learning. 
The principals and faculties are to be congratulated on a job well 
done. 


Mrs. Alma Stairs, Mrs. Laurette Beaulieu, and Mrs. Bessie 
Hosford are serving very fine meals to approximately 280 persons 
and are to be commended for the nutritional menus promptly 
served. 
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Mr. Leo Bishop is doing a very fine job in conveying the chil- 
dren safely and promptly at all times. 


Mr. Victor Willette is doing his usual good job in keeping the 
school plants clean and warm and doing the minor repairs that 
saves the town a great deal of money. 


Last spring Adult Education Courses were conducted in typing 
and modern math with 35 adults enrolled. This year we have typ- 
ing and driver education classes. 


Major repairs have been made in the hallways of the high 
school building. The windows in the grammar school have been 
repaired, making the building much warmer, saving considerable 
on the fuel bill. The rest rooms for the girls and teachers have 
been completely remodeled and are a very great and much needed 
improvement in the building. A new buzzer system has been in- 
stalled in the high school so that the class bells and fire alarms 
are different as required by state law. 


The hallways in the grammar school should be paneled and 
several of the classrooms should be painted. 


The library has new tables and chairs and many new volumes 
in the stacks. A band room is being constructed in the shop room 
and will be a much needed accessory in which the band music and 
instruments will be kept. 


The gymnasium has been rewired and the lighting is very 
much improved. We are anticipating removing the many layers 
of gymcoat, relining the floor, and giving the floor a complete 
new surface. 


TITLE I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 
1965 authorizes Federal support to local public education for 
" special education programs for educationally deprived children in 
attendance areas where low-income families are concentrated. 
Its aim is to help broaden and strengthen education for these chil- 
dren. It does not provide general aid to education. 


In September we made application for a program entitled 
"Development of Reading Skills" for Union #114. This program 
was accepted by the department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
in Washington, D.C., and funds were sent amounting to $14, 000. 
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These funds are being kept in special accounts by the treasurers 
of Dyer Brook and Oakfield. Payments for equipment and services 
are paid by the treasurers. 


Teacher Aides were hired for each school. Although new to 
our system they have been working in other systems for years. 
The teacher aides assist the teacher by collecting milk money, 
lunch money, doing clerical work, updating student records, as- 
sisting in correction of workbooks, and doing some supervision in 
the classroom and on the playground. This leaves more time for 
the teacher to do the actual teaching of the children. 


Some new equipment such as Tachist-o-films, film-strip pro- 
jectors, recorders, and typewriters have been purchased with the 
Title I funds and are in the schools. 


Reading tests were given at the beginning of the program and 
will be administered again at the close of the program in May to 
determine progress made by the students. 


TITLE II of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 
1965 is designed to help improve the quality of instruction in the 
nation's schools by assisting them to provide instructional ma- 
terials not previously available in sufficient quantity. This pro- 
gram recognizes that teaching and learning today depend upon ef- 
fective school library materials, high quality, up-to-date text- 
books, and a variety of other instructional resources. Application 
was made for Title II funds for library books amounting to 
$475.31. This amount was received and library books are being 
purchased and are in your schools.
